In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you 
are  directed  to  notify  and  warn  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
Town  of  Hamilton,  qualified  to  vote  in  Elections,  and  in 
Town  affairs,  to  meet  at  the  Vestry  in  said  Town,  on 
TUESDAY,  the  ninth  day  of  March  i£86,  at  ten  o'clock 
in  the  forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  ar- 
ticles, viz  : 

Art.  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meet- 
ing. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

Art.  3.  To  hear  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Selectmen 
and  act  thereon. 

Art.  4.  To  hear  the  Report  of  Committees,  and  act 
thereon. 

Art.  5.  Shall  Licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  Intoxi- 
cating Liquors  in  this  Town  the  year  ensuing. 
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Art.  6.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  the  Town  Charges  for  the  year  ensuing,  and 
make  appropriations  for  the  same.
